Physician Says 
Mentally Sick 
Cause of Wars 


DETROIT, Mich.—Dr. Robert § 
Drews, a Detroit psychiatrist who 
has just completed a three-month 
study of mental health in Europe, 


sontends all the world's presidents, 7 


elictators, and kings should be 
stretched out on a couch and psy- 
ehoanalyzed before being allowed to 
take office. 

“The history of war and chaos is 
the history of mentally sick peo- 
‘le.’ Dr. Drews said. He had a 
lumber of examples to prove his 
ooint. 

He said the hostility, aggression, 
ind mental instability of existing 
leaders in many countries has 
spread like a contagion to the men- 
fal make-up of people all over the 
vorld. 

Remedies Suggested 

He suggested these remedies for 
vars and dangers of war that are 

aused by the instability of political 
headers: 

1. All persons in political life 
should be subjected to “rigorous ex- 
iminations in the structures of their 
wersonalities before being entrusted 
with the destinies of nations.”’ 

2. Mental hygiene must be taught 
in schools all over the world—as it 
is being taught already to some ex- 
tent in the United States, 

3. A universal ‘auxiliary lan- 
guage", such as Esperanto, must 
be adopted to make international 
and personal mectings easier, 

4, More “interpersonal relation- 
ships’’ must be arranged to bring 
people together across national 
Wrontiers on a “me-and-you basis’, 
anstead of formal international con- 
erences, 

“What is needed now, immediate- 
iy,” he said, “is a dynamic pro- 
ram of educaticn people to live one 
with another, instead of for, against, 
or away from another, To live for 
another person is emotional; to live 
against another is hostility; to live 
‘away from another is isolationism. 


Research for Book 

Dr, Drews called ettention to 
DMVapoleon, Caesar, Hitler, Mussolini, 
and “‘as far as we know, Stalin, too 
all of them were neurotic, mental- 
ly sick people.” 

He said such leaders came to 
ower in Burope “in a history of 
essentially single individuals sin- 
serely striving for conquest and su- 
gremacy, They very often were 
powerful, but immature, and very 
2iten neurotic in their leadership,"’ 

Dr. Drews went to Europe last 
June with a group of professors 
from Wayne University. Later he 
feft the group to conduct individual 
research for matzrial on his forth- 
‘aming book, ‘ifental Hygiene In 
Cre Changing World." 

He and his wife visited virtually
